DETAILED ACTION 

This responds to Applicant's Arguments/Remarks filed 02/05/2010. Claims 1 -20 
have been amended. Claims 21 -24 have been newly added. Claims 1 -24 are now 
pending in this Application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither anticipates nor renders obvious Applicant's claimed invention, wherein, in 
combination with the other claimed limitations, Applicant has amended the claims to 
include a card photographing part with an area equal to the footprint of a card which is 
patentably distinct from the large-size panel display and method designed to read a 
plurality of cards at the same time as disclosed in the closest art of record of U.S. 
Patent Pub. No. 2003/0171 142 to Kaji et al. a single card as claimed by Applicant can 
be read in the invention of Kaji. However, Kaji intentionally lacks a card photographing 
part that has structures which fix the card in place from all sides because it is an 
intended use to be able to allow each of the plurality of cards to be individually rotated 
and still be accurately read. The card rotation would not be possible after imposing 
Applicant's claimed first and second card fixing structures.
